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PRAYERS BEFORE B A H L E . 


Curious Invocations by Famous H is­ 
torical Personages. 
One of the earliest records in his-1 
tory of a prayer before battle is that 
of Cbtlderlc. king of Gaul, a pagan, 
who before going into battle at Zuel- j 
pioh. some 400 years after Christ, j 
prayed to the God of the Christians to 
help him to victory. His foe was At- 
A 
tila, king of th e^ Iu n s. and Childeric 
vowed if God woald give him the vic­ 
tory he would embrace the Christian 
faith. 
The prayer of a Hungarian officer! 
before one of the battles fought for the 
independence of Hungary in 1S49 was 
as follows: **I will not ask thee, Lord, 
to help us, and I know thou w ilt not I 
help the Austrians, but if thou wilt sit i 
<»□ yonder hill thou shalt not be asham ­ 
ed of thy children." 
This was the 
prayer of the "Fighting Bishop" Les- I 
lie before one of the battles fought In 
Ireland: “O God. for our unworthiness 
we are not fit to claim thy help. but 
if we are bad our enemies are worse, 
and if thou seest not meet to help us 
we pray thee help them not, but stand ; 
thou neuter on this day and leave it to 
the arm of the flesh "

soon as the liquid of which it is com- j 
posed is frozen'solid expansion ceases. 1 
The cracking or bursting of ice is j 
brought alxmt in this way: When wa­ 
ter is subjected to extreme cold lee 
crystals will gradually form on its su r-! 
face until the sa mo are covered with a 
thin coat of what appears to be wet 
snow. 
From this outer coating of ice 
crystals all subsequent freezing goes 
downward, the Le thickening accord­ 
ing to the degree of cold. 
The water 
which is being converted into ice now 
begins to expand, creating a pressure 
upon the unfrozen water below. 
This 
pressure is both downward and out­ 
ward. and iii case the water under ob­ 
servation is in a vessel the sides and 
bottom of the receptacle supply the re­ 
sists nee. 
As the freezing process continues the 
pressure upon the confined water and , 
air in the interior of the bulk increases 
until something yields. 
If the vessel 
he stronger than the ice stratum that 
has formed over the surface the layer 
of Ice will be bent upward at the cen­ 
ter. that being the weakest point, on 
account of the fact that the outer 
edges of the congealed mass are fr o z e n 
fast to the sides of the vessel in which 
the experiment is being made. 
In tins 
condition the center of the ice contin­ 
ues to rise or bulge until it bursts 
from the resistance of the water below. 
Could the vessel lie tapped from below 
and the water drawn off no amount of

A Belief in Fairies Still Exists In Parts 
of Scotland. 
There still lingers a widespread be­ 
lief in the north of Scotland that the 
“fair folk,” or “gweed neebors,” as 
the fairies are called, still live in the 
hills, aud during the first days of con­ 
valescence a mother must be zealous­ 
ly guarded lest one of the “wee people” 
come and rob the child of its nourish­ 
ment. Sometimes they succeed in car­ 
rying off the mother. 
Here is one of 
the superstitious legends: 
A north country fisher had a fine 
child. 
One evening a beggar woman 
entered the hut and went up to the 
cradle to gaze into the eyes of the 
babe. 
From that time good health left 
it. and a strange look came into its 
face, and the mother was troubled. An 
old man begging for food passed that 
way. 
When he caught sight of the 
child he cried: 
"That’s nae a bairn. 
It’s an image, 


Said to Be as Good as the Best Lob* j 
ster Ever Eaten. 
Dogfish ought to be good to eat, as it 
is well known that they feed on soles, 
plaice and flounders. 
The naturalist 
hailing from the north Kent marshes 
with whom I collaborated in various 
books said that in his boyhood the}’ 
were much used by the fishing folk and 
that they were excellent eating, a mid­ 
dle cutlet being considered by many 
to be as good as the best lobster ever 
eaten. As a boy he never tired of hear­ 
ing the fishermen’s yarns about how 
the great savage creatures snapped 
and fought when they were captured. 
Lying in the bottom of the boats, they 1 
lashed about and bit at the men and 
at each other. 
The larger ones would 
fix on the men’s sea boots as they 
moved about or hang on to their oil- j 
skin Ashine coats like bulldogs. 
A 
bite from one was no joke. 
Dogfish abounded at certain seasons 
In some parts of the fishing grounds; 
other parts they avoided. 
Sometimes 
the men would go out only to catch . 
dogfish just to reduce Their numbers a j 
little. 
They caught great numbers 
them and sold them somewhere farther 
down the coast, keeping back just a 
few for themselves and their neigh­ 
bors. 
You could get a monster for a 
couple of shilling ■. 
Conch, the naturalist, says he has 
known 20,000 of the picked dogfish to 
be ta sen at one cast of tho seine. Rob­ 
ert Chalmers quoted as follows from 
the “journal” of Spalding, the town 
I cl^rk of Aberdeen: “ 1042. 
From the 
beginning of this year up to June there 
was a scarcity of whitefish along the 
east coast to the hurt and bunger of 
the po<ar and beggaring of the fisher­ 
men. 
It was reported that when the 
fishers had laid their lines and taken 
fishes 
abundantly 
there 
came 
one 
beast called the seadog to the lines and 
ate and destroyed the haill bodies and 
left nothing on the lines but the heads. 
The .like scarcity of fishes to continue 
so long has scarcely been seen in Scot­ 
land. while all other meats were also 
very dear.”—Pall Mall Gazette.
